If you trade or sub for P0MMES, you know that it's been a 
while since there's been an issue. Hopefully there'll be a 
one page free issue attached to this zine, or out very 
shortly. There will be some format change, but I'm not sure 
exactly what I'll do yet. I will probably truly combine P0M- 
MES and BIG HITS into Dne publication and declare the sep- 
aration of games and reading material into separate zines a 
failure. It's not worth the headache. Most readers like to 
follow the games, most players like tD follow the letter 
column, and paying for both doesn't seem to be an issue. I'm 
now slowly getting involved in another hobby (baseball fan- 
dom) with zines that cost about $2.00 per issue, roughly 
double the going rate for Dipzines.

Since part- of the game fee is supposed to cover 
printing and postage, I'll put a part of everyone's game 
fees into a sub account, and you still need not sub to con- 
tinue playing your game. Players who don't sub will receive 
the results of their own games only. Standbys will be re- 
quired to subscribe. In other words, BIG HITS will begin to 
operate like 907. of the zines in the hobby. 

I've said it once, I'll say it again. Dd not use the 
abbreviate "NDR" for any province. It will confuse me, and 
it will probably mean your unit is misordered.
